Ottawa, Jan, 29.— Questions and 
unopposed motions for returns took up 
two hours of the short Wednesday 
sitting of the house. The remaining 
two hours before six o'clock was de- 
vided between BE, M. MacDonald and 
Hon, & J. Doherty, minister of jus- 
tice, with speeches on the question 
of imperial naturalization. Mr, Mac-

In the course of his speech he em- 
phasized <the fact thac naturaliza- 
tion within the empire is in a con- 
fused state, 

Hon, Mr. Doherty, in a 
compiled speech, explained 
gress of the negotiations with the 
imperial authorities which have re- 
sulted in the introduction of a bill 
in the imperial house, dealing with 
the matter, He explained that dif- 
ficvities were gradually being re- 
moved and that the way is practic- 
ally clear for the enactments of laws 
which will make uniform naturaliza-

Hon. John R. Boyle, Minister of Education, Foreshadows Changes 
That Will Shortly be Put Into Effect in the Schools 
of the Province. 


The teaching of an _ elementary 
course in scientific agriculture in the 
rural schools, and the establishment 
of summer schools to train teachers 
along these lines, the passing of leg- 
islation to, provide for consolidated 
schools in rural districts and the giv- 
ing to villages of the same 
power in regard to the medical in- 
spection of school children as is pos- 
sessed by towns and cities were fore- 
shadowed by the Hon, John R. Boyle, 
minister of education, in his Speech 
at the seventh annual convention of 
schoo] trustees of Alberta, at yester- 
day afternoon's session. 

he first portion of Mr, Boyle's 
speech was devoted to replying to 
previous resolutions of the convention 
and stating what act'on had been 
taken by the government. A nuim- 
ber of the resolutions referred to the 
question’ of additional grafts to 
schools, most of which, if adopted, 
would result in larger grants being 
paid to town and city schools, 

Grants Out of Revenue, 

“This province,” said Mr, Boyle, “is 
at the present time paying out of gen- 
eral revenue a considerable propor- 
tion of the tota! cost of maintaining 
our public achools. Our grants to 
the schools are much higher than 
chose of most of the other provinces 
of Canada, and while I do not think 
i is likely that the province will be 
able to pay out of the general revenue 
any larger proportion of the total cost 
of education in this province than it 
is now paying, yet there may be at 
no dirtant date some changes made 
with respect to the manner in which

Allies Are Firmly United in Their

‘Vurkish delegation.

They 
are of the opinion that the present 
failure of diplomacy is at the worst 
only an interlude, however, tor they 
will leave four representatives in 
London to undertake the settlement 
anew. 


May Be Grave Consequences, 

Rechad Pasha, after receiving the 
note, vaid: “Th econsequences moy be 
of the gravest nature. The responsi- 
bility Hes not alone with the allies, 
Dut with the powers, who encouraged 
the Balkan states and have shown 
no fairness toward Turkey, although 
before the war they had solemnly 
Proclatined Hie printiple Sf the ~ un- 
changeability of status quo.” 

The plan of the allied governments 
so far as the plenipotentiarles are 
informea, is to concentrate their 
forces on Adrianople immediately af- 
ter the expiration of the prescribed 
four days, if the surrender of that 
fortress does not occur In the mean- 


time. They believe that a few days’ 
hombardment by the big siege  bat- 
teries which now surround Adrian- 


ople will bring about the capitulation 
of the place. The Balkan represent- 
atives declare that all the reports 
that Roumania would aid Bulgaria 
against Turkey ere unfounded, and 
they added ‘that if Roumania should 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
gain her territorial claims by force 
while the Bulgarian army is engaged 
with Turkey, Bulgaria would let her 
occupy the territory she demanded 
But ag soon as the Bulgarian army 
disposed of the Turks, the Bulgarians 
would turn their attention to the 
Roumupians and attempt to make 
them pay dearly for this racial dis- 
loyalty, which the Bulgarians con- 
sider would be treason. 

The allies expect that a prelimin- 
ary treaty of peace will be signed in 
adrianople by the victorious Bul- 
garian and Servian generals, and 
these will be embodied in the treaty 
which will be coneluded in London, 
for which each delegation is leaving 
one representative in London to await 
the re-opening of the conference, 


Most of the other delegates will 
leave here before Monday. The 
Greek Premier, Eleutheirios Veni- 


zelos, will visit Vienna, Belgrade, So- 
fia and Saloniki on his homeward 
journey, and this is considered tan- 
gible proof that the allies are pre- 
serving that unity that astonished 
Europe at the beginning of the war. 
The Balkan delegates reiterate that 
the allies are agreed on all ques- 
tions, being fully cognizant of the 
fact that their power lies in main- 
tatming and streagliening their com- 
pact, 
Must Defer to Arbitration. 
Thus it has bedn arranged, in gen- 
eral terms, that Saloniki shall be 
under the co-denomination of Bul- 
garia, Servia and Greece and that if 
differences arise between members 
of the alliance which cannot be ar- 
ranged amicably, the co.tending 
parties must defer to arbitration, 
Mr. Daneff, head of the Balkan dele- 
gation, and M, Mishu, the Roumani- 
an minister to Great Britain, signed 
a protocol to-day embodying the 
views of both nations on the Rou- 
nanian claims for the territory which 
would give her Silistria, 
houvcanlea bases her demands 
the agreement that the war has oc- 
casioned such changes in the politi- 
cal equilibrimu that guarantees’ for 
the future friendship of the two na- 
tions have become necessary.

Premier Asquith Refers to Resolu- 
tion Passed at Grain Grow- 
ers Convention 


MUST NOT TAX BRITISH 
RATEPAYER FOR THEM 


Canadians Are Willing to Have 
Free Competition in British 
Market 


Canadian Associated Press. 

London , van. 2%,—4Premier As- 
quith, who received the freedom of 
the city of Dundee today, addressed 
a meeting of constituents of East Fife 
last night and dealt with the recent 
speeches of Bonar Law and Austen 
Chamberlain on food taxation, 

“He has failed,” he said, “to under- 
stand that the burden of responsibill- 
ty was to be thrown upon the colonies. 
I du not believe the dominions would 
consent for a moment to enter Into 
such a position,” 

Continuing, he sald: “I have re- 
ceived a remarkabie document from 
the Manitoba Grain Growers’ associ- 
ation, signed by the president, who 
tells me that it ig an assoc om rep- 
resenting ten thousand farmers in the 
proviace These are the people who, 
if food taxes were imposed, are be- 
lieved to benefit by. them. 

Quotes Voice of Manitoba. 

“This is the voice of Manitoba; hear 
What they say: ‘Newspaper de- 
spatches indicate that a movement is 
afoot in Great Britain to tax foreign 
wheat in order to give preference to 
Wheat from the overseas dominions. 
It is stated the intention is to refer 
the question to the overseas domin- 
ions, This is a vital matter to the 
farmers of Canada, and as president 
of the Manitoba Grain Growers’ as- 
sociation, I wish to call your atten- 
tion to a _ resolution unanimously 
adopted on January &th—that this 
convention oppose any preferential 
tariff scheme that will give Western 
grain growers a higher price for their 

the expense of. the British 
‘Then the letter to Premier Asquith 
proceeds as foliows: “Manitoba farm- 
crs believe that the British trade poli- 
cy is a British question entireiy, and 
resent any attempt on the part of 
Canadian Interests to interfere with 
matters which affect the British peo- 
ple alone. When !t is suggested that 
the question be referred to the over 
seas dominions we consider we should 
give expression to our views; particu- 
larly the grain growers of Western 
Cauadd, who are the largest exporters 
in the British empire, and that Great 
Britain is our chief market at the 
present time. 

No Desire to Place Burden. 

“We wish the people of Great Brit- 
distinctly understand that we 
have no desire to place any additional 
burden on the British consumer for 
benefit. We believe that any 
preference given wheat from the over- 


We are quite willing to face 
the world’s competition in the British 
market, and are anxious only that 
British manufacturers should be given 
free access to the Canadian market.” 

Concluding, Premier Asquith said: 
“The relations between the mother 
country and her great dominions have 
never ‘boen more intimate and affec- 
tionate. In the creation of the Bouth 
African union an] upon the grant of 
responsible government to the Trans- 
vaal we see a triumph of liberal prin- 
ciples and the liberal policy, and 
throughout the empire there is every- 
where a growing resolve for closer 
co-operation in the great and common 
task of imperial defence.”

Experience of Child Should be Assimilated to That of Adult, Says 
Miss MacAdam, Superviser in Edmonton, in Her Address 
on Domestic Science. 


“Shall\we let the nablest of all call- 
ings bear the stigma of drudgery, 
while the whole spirit of our schools 
incites Our young girls to’ desert their 
normal sphere for the more seductive 
flelds of professional or business occu 
pations.” 

So said Miss MacAdam, supervisor 
of domestic science in schools in Hd- 
monton, while delivering an address 
to the seventh annual convention of 
the Association of Trustees in Alberta. 

Continuing, Miss MacAdam stated: 
“Complete living is the use of all our 
faculties to the greatest advantage of 
ourselves and others, It may even 
be sald that Spencer's definition of 
education, which makes it the pro- 
cess of preparation for complete Hv- 
ing, is open to revision, or to being 
filled out to answer to a modern stan- 
dard, Instead of education being a 
reparation for living it should be 
made as far as possible, living itself.

MARRIAGE LAWS SHOULD | 


BE MADE MORE STRINGENT 


| Rev. J. BK. Hughson Would Compet apeed, 


Bridal Couples to Procure Aifi- 
davits as to Desirability and 
Eligibility, So As ‘To Prevent L- 
legal Marriages. 


That marriage licenses are at pres- 
ent too easily obtained in the prov- 
ince, and that changes should be 
made in the existing law, so as to 
prevent the union of undesirable and 

j ineligible persons, is the opinion of 
the Rov. J. E. Hughson, of McDougall 
Methodist Church, 
“[nder the present order of things, 
he says, a man and woman, entire 
strangers to the city, may come to 
Edmonton, obtain a license on the 
strength of their unsupported testi- 
mony, and then go to a minister and 
get married; the ‘minister, so long 
as the Certificate is properly made 
out, being helpless in the matter, 

Falst statements, Mr. Hughson says, 
are often made to the issuers of li- 
censes, eepecially b yyoung people un- 
der the legal age, but who are so 
physically proportioned that they 
look much older. Not long ago a 
young ccuple came to him with a li- 
cense on which the girl's age war 
stated tc be eighteen. His usspicions 
Were uroused, she admitted he was 
only seventeen, and he, of course, re- 
fused tu perform the ceremony, 

Mr, Hughson is of the opinion that 
all bridal couples should be compelled 
to produce to the minister, in addi- 
tion to the license, one, if not two, 
affidavits from responsible persons 
living in the vicinity of their last 
abode, effirming that the are legally 
entitled to wed. 

This would, he thinks, effectually 
prevent a large number of run- 
away marriages between foolish peo- 
ple who regret tHeir hasty action in 
calmer moments. The affidavit might 
also contain some statement as to 
character, so that the minister would 
be able to form some idea of the 
kind of people he was asked to 
unite,
